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Foreign Exchanges in November (Page 820) 

Sterling improved in relation to the European gold 
currencies during the first half of the month, but 
this improvement was partly offset by a downward 
movement in the second half; on balance the pound 
showed a slight appreciation during the month in 
terms of lira, reichsmarks and Swiss frances, but in 
relation to other currencies there was little or no 
change. 


Shipping Movements at U.K. Ports (Page 822) 


The net tonnage of arrivals with cargo in the 
foreign trade in October, 1934, showed an increase 
of 4-4 per cent. over October, 1933, while arrivals in 
ballast rose by 3-6 per cent. Departures with cargo 
were 5 per cent. larger and those in ballast increased 
slightly. The coasting trade also showed all-round 
advances ranging from 8°8 per cent. in cargo clear- 
ances to 6:3 per cent. in ballast departures. 


Finland’s Trade with United Kingdom (Page 830) 


For the first ten months of the current year Finnish 
purchases from the United Kingdom amounted to 
23°1 per cent. of the total, as against 20:1 per cent. 
in the same period of 1933. In the same period 
British purchases of Finnish products totalled 47 wl 
cent. and 45-9 per cent., respectively. 


French Trade, January—October (Page 831) 


Imports during the first ten months of the current 
year, as compared with 1933, showed a decline of 
4,391 million frs., or about 18 per cent., while exports 
were smaller by 520 million frs. or 34 per cent. 





Swiss Trade in October (Page 832) 


‘The visible trade balance of Switzerland was more 
unfavourable in October than in September, exports 


having covered imports to the extent of 60°2 per 
cent., as against 66°2 per cent. in September, with an 


excess of imports over exports of 49°8 million frs.. 
as against 38-6 million frs.

The average of the rates for French francs in London 
in the week ended October 27 represented a deprecia- 
tion in the value of the pound sterling of 39°83 per cent. 
as compared with the closing rate on September 19, 
1931. Comparing the same periods, lire, Swiss francs, 
belgas, Dutch florins and reichsmarks represented a 
depreciation in the value of the pound ranging from 
387°7 to 40°0 per cent., while in the case of Czechoslovak 
crowns the depreciation was 278 per cent. The 
London exchange rates on these centres showed no 
marked variations during the month, the net move- 
ment in any week being not more than about one-half 
of one per cent. Sterling improved in relation to the 
Kuropean gold currencies during the first half of the 
month, but this improvement was partly offset by a 
downward movement in the second half; on balance 
the pound showed a slight appreciation during the 
month in terms of lire, reichsmarks and Swiss francs, 
but in relation to other currencies there was little or 
no change. 


The London exchange rates for the Argentine peso 
and for the three Seandinavian currencies remained 
unchanged throughout the month. 


The average of the United States dollar rates in 
London in the week ended October 27 represented an 
appreciation in the value of the pound sterling of 
22 per cent. as compared with the closing rate on 
September 19, 1931, and the exchange movements 
during November corresponded closely with those of 
the French franc. 


The London rates on Montreal showed a deprecia- 
tion of sterling in the week ended October 27 of 1-4 
per cent. as compared with the closing rate on Septem- 
ber 19, 1981. There was no appreciable change in the 
value of sterling in relation to the Canadian dollar 
during the month. Canadian funds in New York were 
at a premium of 2} per cent. on November 1, of 23% 
per cent. on November 8, of 24 per cent. on Novem- 
ber 15, of 28 per cent. on November 22, and of 24 per 
cent. on November 29. 


The movement of Spanish pesetas in relation to 
sterling corresponded with those of the French franc; 
on balance there was no change during the month, 
while the Japanese yen appreciated slightly.

the Swiss franc, which was at a premium during the 
first week, was quoted at a small discount during the 
second half of the month. The belga was quoted at 


rates rather below parity throughout the month, and - 


the lira was at a discount of about 3} per cent. on 
November 1 and of 3-6 per cent. on November 29. 
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The pound was at a discount of 39-1 per cent. in 
comparison with the French franc on November 1, and 
after a slight improvement was again at a discount of 
39-1 per cent. on November 29. The United States 
dollar was about 40} per cent. below parity through- 
out the month, and Spanish pesetas remained un- 
changed at a discount of 57-9 per cent. 


SHIPPING 
MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN OCTOBER 


Foreign Trade.—The net tonnage of the vessels that 
arrived at ports of the United Kingdom during 
October, 1934, with cargo for discharge at the port of 
arrival was 7,054,000 tons, or 298,000 tons (4:4 per 
cent.) more than in October, 1933. Increases were 
recorded in the arrivals with cargo from ten of the 
trading areas specified in the returns, the largest being 
in respect of ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western Medi- 
terranean Countries,’’ while a substantial propor- 
tionate increase was recorded for ‘‘ Eastern Asia and 
Islands in the Pacific.’’ A considerable reduction was 
shown in respect of ‘‘ Central and Eastern Mediter- 
ranean Countries,’’ reflecting the absence of any ship- 
ments of grain from Russian Black Sea ports. As 
regards the nationalities of the vessels concerned, 
British tonnage was higher by 182,000 tons (4 per 
cent.), United States tonnage by 127,000 tons (48 per 
cent.), Norwegian by 50,000 tons (15 per cent.), Dutch 
by 20,000 tons (7 per cent.,) and French by 11,000 tons 
(6 per cent.), while German tonnage declined by 36,000 
tons (9 per cent.). About 62 per cent. of the net 
tonnage that arrived with cargo was British in both 
October, 1934, and October, 1933. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived at any 
port without cargo for discharge at that port, recorded 
as arriving in ballast, amounted during the month to 
2.787,000 tons, being 105,000 tons (3-6 per cent.) less 
than the total for October. 1933. British tonnage 
decreased by 99,000 tons (5 per cent.) and Dutch 
tonnage was less by 40,000 tons (25 per cent.), while 
German, Norwegian and French tonnage increased by 
31,000 tons (18 per cent.), 25,000 tons (18 per cent.) 
and 18,000 tons (10 per cent.), respectively. The 
British proportion of the net tonnage that arrived in 
ballast was 62 per cent. in October, 1934, as against 
64 per cent. in October, 1933, while, of the total 
British tonnage that arrived, nearly 29 per cent. in 
the later, and about 31 per cent. in the earlier period, 
was in ballast. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed during 
October, 1934, from ports at which they had loaded 
cargo for abroad was 5,895,000 tons, or 283,000 tons 
(5 per cent.) more than a year earlier. A substantial 
increase was shown in the departures with cargo for 
‘** North America—Atlantic Coast,’’ and there was 
also a large increase in respect of ‘‘ Northern Europe 
(Foreign).’’ Smaller increases were recorded for five 
of the remaining areas, while there were no decreases 
of importance. British tonnage increased by 121,000 
tons (3 per cent.), United States tonnage by 74,000 
tons (64 per cent.), Norwegian by 39,000 tons (21 per 
cent.), German by 33,000 tons (13 per cent.) and 
French by 27,000 tons (10 per cent.). About 63 per 
cent. of the tonnage that departed with cargo was 
British in October, 1934, as compared with 64 per 
cent. in October, 1933. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad, 
recorded as departing in ballast, amounted during the 
month to 3,835,000 tons, and showed a small increase 
of 5,000 tons as compared with the total for October, 
1933. British tonnage increased by 35,000 tons (2 per 
cent.) and Norwegian and United States tonnages by 
72,000 tons (28 per cent.) and 54,000 tons (40 per 
cent.), respectively, while German tonnage declined 
by 77,000 tons (24 per cent.), Dutch by 27,000 tons 
(11 per cent.), and the tonnage of vessels of ‘* Other 
Nationalities ’’ by 52,000 tons (9 per cent.), Swedish 





and Finnish tonnage contributing largely to this 
decrease. The British proportion of the net tonnage 
that departed in ballast was about 59 per cent. in 
October, 1934, and 58 per cent. in October, 1933, while 
of the total British tonnage that departed about 38 per 
cent. was in ballast in both October, 1934, and 
October, 1933. 


Movement at Chief Ports.—Particulars of the 
arrivals and departures in the foreign trade at the 
principal ports of the United Kingdom, distinguishing 
the nationalities of the vessels, appear on page 823. 
The principal tonnage (and percentage) increases and 
decreases at the chief ports, as compared with October, 
1933, were as follows :—

The increase of 298,000 tons in the arrivals with 
cargo was shared by a number of the principal ports. 
A decrease in liner-cruise activity at Southampton is 
reflected in the reduced tonnage arriving in ballast at 
that port. 


Coasting Trade.—The net tonnage of the arrivals 
and departures with cargo in the coasting trade im- 
creased by 7:3 per cent. (150,000 tons) and 88 per 
cent. (177,000 tons), respectively. Increases of 7-4 
per cent. (170,000 tons) in the arrivals, and 6:3 per 
cent. (143,000 tons) in the departures, were recorded 
in respect of the tonnage of vessels in ballast. The 
principal changes at the chief ports as compared with 
October, 1933, are shown below :—

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
SUPERPHOSPHATE OF LIME 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Addi- 
tional Import Duties (No. 35) Order, 1934 (S.R. & O., 
1934, No. 1295), increasing the Customs duty on 
superphosphate of lime from 10 per cent. ad valorem 
to an inclusive rate of 10s. per ton, or to 20 per cent. 
of the value of the goods, whichever is the greater. 


In their Report the Committee state that, although 
the proportion of imports to home production is not 
high, low-grade Continental superphosphate is being 
delivered at prices which, despite the 10 per cent. 
duty, are lower than the British cost of production. 
The Committee are satisfied that the ample producing 
capacity of this fertiliser in this country is not being 
fully utilised, and that agricultural interests, to whom 
superphosphate is of considerable value, will not be 
adversely affected by the new duties. In this latter 
connection, it is stated that guarantees as to prices 
have been given which are considered satisfactory. 


It is also pointed out that an increase in the home 
production of superphosphate will stimulate the 
demand for sulphuric acid, the home manufacture of 
which should be encouraged in the national interest. 


A White Paper (Cmd. 4756) containing the Treasury 
Order and the Committee’s Report is published by 
H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral House, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2. The Order comes into operation from 
December 38, 1934. 


APPLICATIONS FOR CHANGES IN DUTIES 


The Import Duties Advisory Committee give notice 
that, in connection with an application for an increased 
duty on fibre insulated staples, they are considering the 
question of the duty chargeable on insulated staples of 


all types. 


They also have under consideration the question of 
rendering illuminating glassware generally subject to 
an import duty of 3d. per lb., or 20 per cent. ad 
valorem, whichever is the greater. 


They further give notice of an application for an in- 
crease in the import duty on compound fertilisers, 
mixed fertilisers and compound manures in powder or 
cranular form, imported in bags or in bulk.

LLOYD’S WRECK STATISTICS IN JUNE 
QUARTER 


Returns published by ‘‘ Lloyd’s Register’’ of vessels 
totally lost, condemned, etc., during the quarter ended 
June 30, 1934, show casualties (excluding ships of less than 
100 tons gross) amounting to 51 of 69,561 tons. This total 
includes steamers and motorships, 43 of 64,059 tons, and 
sailing ships, 8 of 5,502 tons. 

Of the vessels lost during the quarter under review, 22 of 
43,963 tons were wrecked; 6 of 13,506 tons were burnt; 13 of 
6,360 tons foundered ; 6 of 3,723 tons were posted as missing; 
3 of 1,934 tons were the victims of collisions, and 1 of 345 
tons was abandoned at sea. 

The British flag was carried by 7 of the casualty vessels, 
and their tonnage, 2,942, represented 0-09 per cent. of 
British ownership. British Dominions flags were flown by 
7 vessels of 1,377 tons (0-28 per cent.); the United States, 
5 of 5,193 tons (0-16 per cent.); Denmark, 1 of 267 tons 
(0-14 per cent.); France, 8 of 2,998 tons (0-51 per cent.); 
Germany, 2 of 15,084 tons (0-10 per cent.); Greece, 2 of 
9,327 tons (0-36 per cent.); Holland, 1 of 217 tons (0-07 per 
cent.); Italy, 1 of 343 tons (0-08 per cent.); Japan, 3 of 
6,809 tons (0-15 per cent.); Norway, 5 of 8,270 tons (0-26 per 
cent.), and Sweden, 1 of 1,512 tons (0-07 per cent.).

Calcutta, December 2.—Rain was nearly general in 
Mysore and south-east Madras on one day. 


Crop CoNDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, November 24.—No rain has fallen. Paddy sow- 
ing is going on in the Carnatic. Standing crops are in fair 
condition, except in the Deccan. 


Bihar and Orissa, November 27.—There has been no rain. 
Standing crops, including sugarcane, are in good condition 
and winter rice prospects are fair. The harvesting of winter 
paddy and the pressing of sugarcane have commenced. The 
sowing of rabi is progressing in some districts and that of 
Dalua paddy has commenced in Cuttack. 


Punjab, November 26.—The weather has been dry and 
rain is badly needed. The condition of standing crops is up 
to average on irrigated areas, but under average on un- 
irrigated areas. Sugarcane damage by pyrilla is reported 
from Jullunder and damage to cotton by boll-worm and tela 
from Multan. 


Central Provinces, November 24.—The weather has been 
clear and cool. Standing khariff crops are in good con- 
dition. The harvesting of rice and cotton picking are pro- 
gressing. The sowing of rabi continues and the germination 
is good. 


Assam, December 3.—The weather is seasonable. Crop 
prospects are fair. 


Bengal, December 3.—The weather is dry. The sowing 
of spring crops is advanced, and the harvesting of winter 
paddy progressing. The prospects for standing crops are 
satisfactory.—India Trade Commissioner in London.

CANAL TRAFFIC IN 1933 


During the past year 23,564 vessels passed through the 
Canadian canal system, an increase of 1,649 during the 
season, states the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa. 


The total tonnage of these vessels was 18,270,898, an in- 
crease of 333,850 tons. Freight carried totalled 18,780,489 
tons, a gain of 819,839 tons, while passengers numbered 
38,493, a decrease of 5,696. Traffic on the Welland Ship 
Canal reached the new high record of 9,194,130 tons and a 
gain of 656,670 tons during the season, in spite of decreased 
wheat shipments. 


During the 1933 season there was an exceptionally heavy 
movement of freight between Great Lakes ports and 
European, Canadian Atlantic, United States Atlantic ports, 
Newfoundland and Cuba passing through the St. Lawrence 
canals without breaking bulk.—High Commissioner in 
Canada in Londen.

APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that between 
November 15 and 21 the following quantities of Canadian 
apples were shipped to United Kingdom ports:—Barrels, 
39,160; boxes, 64,900; half-barrels, 1,920; hampers, 1,600; 
cartons, 330, and bundles, 90. 

Canadian apple exports during the current season down 
to November 8 totalled 438,258 barrels, 31,121 half-barrels 
and 883,319 boxes, as against 1,135,058 barrels, 40,415 half- 
barrels, and 972,691 boxes during the corresponding season 
last year. 


FRUIT AND VEGETABLE EXPORTS TO

barrels (6,943,659 dollars) to 3,059,798 barrels (11,412,562 
dols.); exports of dried apples rose from 531,025 lbs.

(61,219 dols.); canned fruits exports 
increased from 16,502,074 lbs. (896,861 dols.) to 19,841,657 
lbs. (1,093,951 dols.).

Imports of raw materials and machinery continue to in- 
crease more rapidly than most other goods. Thus imports 
of raw materials in the first ten months of the current year 
amounted to 1,858°8 million F.mks., machinery to 610 
million F.mks., industrial products to 695-5 million F.mks.., 
and foodstuffs and luxuries to 766-6 million F.mks. The 
first two groups together represented no less than 62-8 per 
cent. of total imports, while a few years ago goods for imme- 
diate consumption accounted for well over 50 per cent.

Imports from Great Britain in October were 109-3 million 
F.mks., or 22-3 per cent. of the total, a slightly lower per- 
centage than in several of the previous months. For the 
first ten months of the year, however, Finnish purchases 
from Great Britain amounted to 23-1 per cent. of the total, 
compared with 20-1 per cent. in the same perod of 1933. 
Thus the United Kingdom still maintains her position as 
chief supplier of goods to Finland. Germany, her keenest 
competitor, supplied in October goods to the value of 96-8 
million F.mks., which was 12-5 million F.mks. less than the 
imports from the United Kingdom. 


Up to the end of October the United Kingdom had 
established a lead of 69-3 million F.mks. over Germany. Im- 
ports from most other countries have also continued to 
increase. Swedish machinery and iron and steel products 
still maintain, as in the past, a strong position in Finland, 
the industrial expansion has stimulated this trade. From 
the United States increasing quantities of raw wool, motor 
cars, rubber tyres, oils, chemicals, etc., are being purchased. 
Imports from the Soviet Union are also on the increase, due

to large timber imports, which now represent some 60 per 
cent. of the total imports from that country. The closer 
rapprochement with Belgium and France is reflected in 
increased imports from both those countries. 


Export TRADE 


Exports continue to expand. In 1933 the phenomenal 
increase in the value of exports was mainly occasioned by 
larger shipments of paper and pulp products, but this year 
improved conditions on the timber market have resulted in 
a further expansion on an even larger scale than in 1933. 
There are signs, however, that this upward trend in the 
timber trade may not be so pronounced in 1935. The paper 
and pulp industries are, however, extending their mills and 
reserves of orders are .reported to be considerable. Owing 
to restrictions in the various export markets trade in butter 
and other animal food products is declining.

The returns of French foreign trade for the first ten 
months of 1934 show that the value of imports amounted to 
19,449 million francs, as against 23,840 million frs., a de- 
crease of 4,391 million frs., or a little more than 18 per cent., 
and that of exports to 14,624 million frs., as against 15,144 

million frs., a decrease of 520 million frs., or 34 per cent. 


Imports of foodstuffs fell by 1,839 million -rs. (22-8 per 
cent.), of raw materials by 1,908 million frs. (16-5 per cent.) 
and of manufactured articles by 644 million frs, (15-2 per 
cent.). Exports of foodstuffs rose by nearly 6 million frs. 
(0-3 per cent.) and of raw materials by 395 million frs. (10-2 
per cent.), whereas there was a fall of 921 million frs. (9-9 
per cent.) in those of manufactured articles. 


During the first ten months of the year there was an 
adverse balance of visible exchanges amounting to 4,825 
million frs., as against 8,695 million frs. in the correspond- 
ing period of 1933. In October the value of exports, amount- 
ing to 1,564 million frs., was higher than in any month of 
this year, and for the first time since June there was also 
a rise in imports, which amounted to 1,795 million frs. 


As regards weight, imports in the first ten months of the 
year amounted to 38,289,000 tons, as against 40,523,000 tons, 
a decrease of 2,234,000 tons, and exports to 23,241, ‘000 tons, 
as against 20, 895, 000 tons, an increase of 2,346,000 tons. 
Imports of foodstuffs fell by 914,000 tons, of raw materials 
by 1,311,000 tons and of manufactured articles by about 
9, 000 tons. Exports of foodstuffs rose by 49,000 tons, of raw 
materials by 2,009,000 tons and of manufactured articles, in 
spite of the fall in value, by 287,000 tons.

imports in October decreased by 1 per cent. compared with 
September, although the seasonal tendency is for imports to 
rise, particularly in the case of raw materials and finished 
goods, of which there was a heavy drop. Imports of finished 
goods were almost one-fifth lower than in September; the 
figures for that month had, however, advanced in an excep- 
tional manner. The reduction in imports of raw materials 
was largely due to a considerable decline in oilseeds, the 
quantities of which were high in September, and to cotton 
imports, which failed to follow the usual seasonal increase. 
On the other hand, imports of foodstuffs rose by about one- 
third in October; the increase was accounted for chiefly by 
seasonal produce, such as fruit. In addition, there was a 
substantial improvement in the import of barley, coffee, 
butter and eggs. The development of imports from the 
various countries of origin fluctuated according to the kind 
of goods concerned. Imports of finished goods decreased 
from most European countries, including Belgium-Luxem- 
burg, France, the United Kingdom, Switzerland and 
Czechoslovakia, 

The fall in supplies of raw materials resulted in lower 
imports from British India and China, the Dutch East 
Indies and Argentina. The increase in imports of foodstuffs 
affected chiefly the Soviet Union, Turkey, Denmark and 
Yugoslavia. The Netherlands did not participate in this 
increase; total consignments from this country fell off by 
almost one-third. 

The increase in foodstuffs was chiefly due to additional 
imports of seasonal goods, such as fruit, + 4-8 million mks., 
and tropical fruit, + 3-4 million mks. Higher imports also 
included barley, + 6-6 million mks.; coffee, + 4-4 million 
mks.; butter, + 2:9 million mks., and eggs, +1°8 million 
mks. Apart from a decrease in imports of vegetable oils and 
fats, -— 1-1 million mks., as compared with September, 
there was no marked drop in any kind of foodstuffs. There 
were considerable differences in the development of imports 
of yarious kinds of raw materials.’ Imports of oilseeds fell 
off by 8-3 million mks., feathers and bristles by 1:5 million 
mks., and Thomas phosphate flour by 1-4 million mks., while 
imports of fish oil rose by 26 million mks., timber for build- 
ing and industrial purposes by 2:3 million mks., wool by 
1-6 million mks., and hops by 1-5 million mks. The decrease 
in imports of finished goods is chiefly attributed to lower 
quantities of textile goods, — 58 million mks. Many other 
kinds of finished goods also participated in the reduction of 
imports. 


Export TRADE 


Exports rose by 5 per cent. from 350 million mks. in Sep- 
tember to 365-9 million mks. in October. The increase is 
almost entirely due to higher quantities of finished goods 
and corresponds approximately to the average seasonal rise 
in exports for this period in previous years. The increase 
is even slightly higher than during the same period of 1933. 
The seasonal increase in exports which regularly takes place 
from August to October has thus been fully maintained this 
year. The volume of exports of finished goods in October was 
19 per cent. higher than in July, 1934. For the same period 
in 1929 and 1930 the rise was about 15 per cent. on an 
average, but it must be borne in mind that the figures for 
July in the current year were relatively unfavourable. As 
in the preceding month, European countries chiefly partici- 
pated in the higher exports in October. The individual 
changes were small. The only improvements of importance 
were to Italy, the Soviet Union, Austria, France, Denmark,

Japan and Argentina. There were no marked reductions in 
exports to any country. 

The higher exports of finished goods were distributed 
among most of the categories in this group. The chief items 
affected were: Machine tools, + 4-4 million mks.; electrical] 
machinery and other electrical goods, + 2-7 million mks.; 
chemical products, + 2-4 million mks.; iron products, + 1-6 
million mks. Apart from smaller items, only exports of 
textile goods, — 3:5 million mks., showed a decrease, which 
corresponds to the seasonal tendency. Exports of raw 
materials as a whole increased by 1-9 million mks.; this 
improvement was wholly due to higher coal exports, + 3-1 
million mks., against which there was a drop of 1-3 million 
mks. in exports of textile raw materials. 


TRADE BALANCE 


For the first time since March there was a surplus of 
exports over umports. This surplus amounted to 16-4 million 
mks., as compared with a surplus of 98 million mks. in 
October, 1933, and an excess of imports over exports 
amounting to 1-9 million mks. in September, 1934. The total 
excess of imports over exports for the first ten months of 
the current year thus amounted to 253 million mks., as 
against a surplus of exports amounting to 575 million mks, 
in the period January-October, 1933.

COMPULSORY MARKING OF ORIGIN OF 
CERTAIN CLASSES OF IMPORTED GOODS 


H.M. Representative at Helsingfors has forwarded par- 
ticulars of a Decree (No. 400, dated November 16, 1984), 
and of a resolution of the Ministry of Trade and Industry 
(No. 401, of the same date) relating to the compulsory mark- 
ing of the origin of certain goods imported into Finland. 


A summarised translation of the Decree, and of the 
resolution, which will both enter into force on March 1, 
1935, is given below :— 


Decree RELATING TO THE COMPULSORY MARKING OF ORIGIN 
or ImportTED Goops 


Para. 1 


The mark of origin of imported goods must shortly state 
in Finnish or Swedish, or any foreign language commonly 
used in international trade, the country of origin of the 
goods. Merely the name of the country shall be regarded 
as a sufficient mark of origin. 


The mark must be clear and easily read, must be repro- 
duced in Latin characters and otherwise in accordance with 
the detailed regulations of the Ministry of Trade and In- 
dustry in respect of the various goods. The mark must be 
as permanent and as indelible as possible in relation to the 
character of the goods in question. 


Para. 2 


By the country of origin of a natural product is meant 
the country where the goods were produced, and in respect 
of industrial products, the country in which the goods 
received the form of finish in which it is imported. 

By form of finish shall not be meant the re-packing, sort- 
ing, or mixing unless after such treatment the goods are 
classifiable under another item in the Customs Tariff. 


Para. 3 


If prior to importation the compulsory mark of origin 
has not been applied to goods subject to marking of origin, 
such must be provided by the proprietor of the goods and 
at his cost, while the goods are still under customs super- 
vision and in such case the customs authorities shall be 
entitled to request an appropriate certificate of origin for 
the goods before they are supplied with a mark of origin. 

Goods not furnished with a mark such as indicated above, 
in cases where according to the customs regulations they 
may be sold by customs auction, may be sold only on con- 
dition that the goods under customs supervision are re- 
exported or supplied with the appropriate marks of origin.

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REGULATIONS OF THE MINIsTRY OF TRADE AND INpusrrRy

The Ministry of Trade and Industry hereby decrees that 
the goods mentioned in paragraph 6 of the said decree 
shall be marked with a mark of origin in the following 
manner :

Woollen Suitings and Overcoatings. (Items Nos. 273, 274, 
275 and 276.) 

Manner of marking.—The mark must be woven, printed 
or stamped in clearly visible colours in letters at least 5 mm. 
high : 

(1) At least once every 3 metres on one of the selvedge 

edges ; 

(2) on the outer end of the material and also on a label 

attached to the inner end of the cloth; or 

(3) at least once every 3 metres on a measuring tape laid 

in the piece, and in addition on a label attached 
to the inner end of the piece; or 

(4) to a label attached to each end of the piece. The 

label must be of a durable material, 5 by 8 cm. in 
size, and attached to the inner end of the material 
in such a manner that it can be extracted from the 
piece when necessary. 

Knitted Underwear, Hosiery, and Gloves of Cotton, Wool 
or Silk.

Manner of marking.—The mark must be stamped or 
printed on each piece, or on one piece of each pair, or on a 
label of cloth sewn thereto in clearly discernible colours 
and letters at least 5 mm. high.

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of November 24 contains 
a Decree, dated November 15, which raises a new subheading 
to Tariff No. 524 bis B to cover non-automatic apparatus 
worked solely by hand for cutting off, regulating, protecting 
and distributing electric current, including electric switch- 
boards, mounted or not, made of moulded materials or in 
which at least 10 per cent. of the total weight is represented 
by parts made of moulded materials (hardened casein, 
bakelite, etc.), with or without parts of pottery, weighing 
less than 5 kilogs. each. The duty on goods falling under 
this sub-heading is fixed at 18 frs. per kilog. (under the 
‘‘Minimum ”’ Tariff), instead of 4-75 or 7 frs. per kilog., as 
hitherto. 

Goods of the above kind proved to have been sent direct 
to France before November 24 will be admitted at the former 
rates of duty if declared for consumption without having 
been warehoused. 


MODIFIED DUTIES ON WINE AND MUST 


The French ‘“‘ Journal Officiel’’ of November 24 contains 
two Decrees, dated November 14 and November 19, which 
modify the Customs duties on apple and pear juice, bever- 
ages made from dried grapes, figs, dates, etc., and certain 
wine and must (Tariff Nos. ex 171, ex 171 bis, ex 172 bis and 
173 bis) imported into France, with retrospective effect to 
August 1 last.

EXHAUSTION OF QUOTAS: CORRECTIONS

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? of November 27 contains 
a Decree and Order, dated November 25, which provide 
that a licence must be obtained from the ‘‘ Comité inter- 
professionnel du contréle des importations, 28, boulevard 
Raspail, Paris (7e),’’ for the ‘‘ temporary importation ”’ 
into France of barley in the grain for the manufacture of 
malt to be re-exported. 


RENEWAL OF IMPORT QUOTA: FISH 


The French “‘ Journal Officiel ’? of November 29 announces 
that imports of herrings in fillets, also those dried and 
smoked, and kippers (ex Tariff No. 46) into France from the 
United Kingdom, which have been prohibited for some 
months past owing to the quota having been exceeded, may 
be resumed as from December 1. 


HUNGARY 
IMPORT RESTRICTION ON EGGS 


H.M. Minister at Budapest has forwarded particulars of 
Decree No. 9780 M.E. of November 9, 1934, and effective 
as from November 10, 1934, which provides that the impor- 
tation of eggs (ex Tariff No. 27) into Hungary shall be 
subject to import licence requirement and to the payment 
of a manipulation fee of 3 per cent. ad valorem. The Decree 
provides that consignments of eggs which were despatched 
to Hungary prior to November 10, 1934, and were cleared 
through the Hungarian Customs not later than November 18, 
1934, are to be exempt from the requirements of the Decree. 


ITALY 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS

LITHUANIA 


LAW REGULATING THE TRADE IN EXPORT 
OF FLAX AND HEMP 


H.M. Consul at Kovno has forwarded translation of 4 
Law (No. 8214) published on November 3, 1934, and effective 
as from that date, regulating the Lithuanian export trade 
in flax and hemp. 

Under this Law, flax and hemp for export from Lithuania 
shall be assorted in accordance with the regulations laid 
down by the Minister of Finance, and only persons who 
receive permits from the Minister of Finance may purchase 
flax and hemp for export. 

The Minister of Finance shall issue regulations governing 
the trade in, and export of, flax and hemp. 


MADAGASCAR 
EXHAUSTION OF QUOTA: COTTON TISSUES

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of November 1, 1934 (page 666), notifying the 
granting of exemption from Customs duty of caporite, 
caustic soda, muriatic acid and sulphuric acid when imported 
for use as raw materials for industrial purposes, the Board 
have since been informed that the exemption is conditional 
upon the chemicals enumerated being required for the manu- 
facture of sterilised cotton wool and medical dressings only, 
or, in the case of muriatic acid, for the working of gold or 
silver ores. 


SPAIN 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period December 1 to 10 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 138-85 per cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent. as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 2, 1930, 
heing payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques drawn 
on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign banks 
established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, however, 
the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold currency 
cheques.) 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


REGULATION OF THE TRAFFIC IN 
CONTAINERS OF DISTILLED SPIRITS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the “‘ B.T.J.” for October 25 (page 638), H.M. Representa- 
tive at Washington now reports (by telegraph) that the 
effective date of the Regulation has been postponed until 
March 1, 1935. 

Furthermore, the regulation will not apply to shipments 
arriving after that date provided that they have been 
certified for shipment by United States Consuls prior to 
March 1.

Eight additional British Standard Specifications for Solvents 
have just been issued by the British Standard Institution in 
further development of the setting up of a comprehensive 
series of Nationally agreed vtendiandes for Solvents. 

These Specifications deal with Diethyl Phthalate, Dibutyl 
Phthalate, Technical Ether, Carbon Tetrachloride, Hexa- 
chlorethane (Hexachloroethane), Trichlorethylene (Trichloro- 
ethylene) (Technical and Stabilised), and Technical Glacial 
and Acetic Acids, and have been prepared by the Technical 
Committee of the Chemical Division of the B.S.I., which Com- 
mittee has been actively working for the past two years under 
the Chairmanship of Dr. Vargas-Eyre, of the Distillers 
Company. 

Limits are laid down in the Specifications for specific 
gravity, distillation, acidity, alkalinity, etc., whilst standard 
methods of test for determining these properties are included 
in appendices. The details of the tests adopted have been 
arrived at after careful examination of existing methods of 
analysis, particularly from the standpoint of accuracy and re- 
liability and in many cases experimental work has been carried 
out by members of the Committee in practical verification of 
the methods. The limits specified have been fixed by agree- 
ment between the principal users and manufacturers. 

It is of interest to note that in the case of both Glacial and 
Technical Acetic Acids, Specifications are provided for 80 per 
cent., 60 per cent. and 40 per cent. acids in addition to the 
concentrated acid. 

The Specifications for Solvents issued previously by the In- 
stitution provide for acetone, ethyl, methyl and butyl alcohols, 
diacetone alcohol and amyl, butyl and ethyl acetates.
